Merrill, W is., Nov. I.—Two men, 
charged w ith the m urder of the man 
who lost his life by the. recent train 
w reck on th e Soo road, were given a 
prelim inary hearing here yesterday 
and were held to trial. 
One of the 
prisoners has confessed and his story 
details the m ethods pursued to derail 
th e through M inneapolis-Boston lim it­ 
ed 
near 
Heafford 
Junction 
the 
n ig h t of Oct. 7. 
In the crash Firem an 
Charles C ottrill was instantly killed 
and Engineer Jam es Dutch seriously 
injured. 
The m an who confessed is 
L evitt H azelton, about 30 years old, 
w ho claim s to be a resident of Bainerd, 
Minn. 
His 
com panion 
is 
F rank 
W illiams, a short, thickset man, who 
claim s to have relatives and friends 
a t Appleton, Wis. 
W illiams stoutly 
m aintains he know s nothing of th e 
wrecking. 
The officers traced these 
men from M inneapolis to this city. 
The m en broke into th e tool house 
a t Prentice Sept. 30 and stole an oil 
coat and an overcoat. 
T h at night, ac­ 
cording to th e story, they sawed a 
bridge near th a t place, b u t ow ing to 
th e short tim e in w hich they had to do 
th e w ork it was not com plete and the 
tra in passed over safely. 
Oct. 7 they 
sawed th e piles and stringers of th e high 
bridge near Heafford Junction and th e 
w estbound passenger train w ent crash­ 
in g down a tw enty-five foot em bank­ 
m ent, 
The train was running slowly, 
so th e w reck was not as com plete as 
th e w reckers expected. 
The baggage, 
sm oking and day coaches and tw o sleep­ 
ers w ere n ot broken and none of the 
passengers were hurt. 
Oct. l l Sheriff 
Payzer received a telegram from the 
.station agent a t I rm a to look out for 
tw o suspicious 
looking characters. 
T h a t n ig h t the sheriff, accompanied 
by others, stationed him self about a 
m ile from the city, near Lake View, 
and about IO o’clock tw o men appeared. 
T hey w ere taken into custody and 
w ere found to be heavily armed. 
The Soo officials were notified and 
detectives put on th eir case. 
The men 
w ere sentenced for th irty days for 
carrying concealed weapons. 
Last 
W ednesday they w ere taken before 
Court Commissioner Helms charged 
w ith th e m urder of . Firem an Charles 
CottHU. 
They pleaded not guilty and 
th e ir exam ination was set for yester­ 
day. 
L ast F riday L evitt Hazelton signi­ 
fied his w illingness to confess, and yes­ 
terday told exactly how the crim es had 
been com m itted.

If the voter wishes to vote 
lur some of the candidates of different political parties, he should erase the names of Hie candidates he does uot desire to vote for, and make a cross mark, X. 
atter the name of each candidate he does desire to vote for. 
If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office whose name is not on the ballot, he must 
write the name in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the office and make a cross, X. in the square at the right of it. 
The ballot 
should not be marked in any any other manner, lf the ballot bp spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not 
more than three in all to any one voter. Five minutes time is allowed in booth to mark billot Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in marking 
his ballot, can be taken into the booth, and rnav be used to copy from.
